NEED OF RURAL CREDITS. 


It was brought out in the meeting in 
Chattanooga last week of the Southern Con- 
ference for Education that while the aver- 
age farm profit in this country is 5 per cent, 
the farmer is compelled to pay anywhere 
from 8 to 16 per cent for the money he 
borrows; and that in the aggregate the 
farmers pay $200,000,000 more per year in 
interest on their debts than the entire com- 
mercial world. 

There could be no more forceful argu- 
ment than these brief but eloquent facts 
for the necessity of a system of rural 
credits that will give the farmer a fair 
chance in the money market with the finan- 
cier and the business man. There is 
scarcely a living, let alone an opportunity 
for building,.in 5 per cent profit combined 
with 12 per cent interest. 

The banking system of the country, 
created to meet commercial needs, must be 
reconstructed at certain points t@ fit the 
farmer’s case: and it is regrettable that 
congress and the national government have 
not vet realized or recognized the great 
necessity for it. 

It has been suggested that the postal 
savings bank system. might be transformed 
to meet the rural credit need. The sugges- 
tion contemplates the taking of deposits at 
sontething like 3 per cent, and using this 
money for farm loans, properly safeguarded, 
of course, at 5 per cent. If such a system 
as this could be worked out it would provide 
a credit plan that would splendidly meet the 
farmers’ needs. 

There may be some material objection to 
using the postal savings system for this 
purpose. If there is there are other satis- 
factory and effective methods of attaining 
the same end. The country not only wants, 
but needs, a satisfying rural credit system 
and the federal government should admit no 
delav in finding a means to supply it. 


NEW LIFE IN THE LAND. 

According to The Tifton (Ga.) Gazette, 
the piney woods of the south Georgia coun. 
try, where stock once fed free and fat-—-the 
woods of the pleasant picnic places—are no 
more. 

Commenting on Congressman Howard's 
talk to the Butchers’ association in Atlanta, 
recently, wherein be praised the piney 
woods of south Georgia as the finest hog- 
raising section in the south, The Gazette 
says: 

Congressman Bill is all right as to 
the section, but the piney woods are no 
more. The .pines that once covered 
the hills of south Georgia are gone 
forever. Occasionally vou can find 
small tracts of a few acres of timber 
that have been carefully preserved, 
but with few exceptions the great pine 
forests that were one of south Geor- 


gia’s greatest sourced of wealth have 
disappeared. 


But the Gazette adds that the lands are 
there, and that the scrub stock—the “piney 
woods rooter, once a joke with our northern 
friends”—has vahished with the pines. 

The work of the plow is seen where the 
pines stood, and blooded stock has taken 
the place of the “razor-back” rooter. “Once 
haphazard methods are giving place to prac- 
tical and scientific stockraising,” and south 
Georgia is “fast developing into a great 
meat-producing section.” 

That is their reward for the vanishing of 
the woodlands, and it is one that is con- 
tributing to the wealth and genera] pros- 
perity of the state.

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AS HUERTA SEES IT. 


(In his assertion in an interview published 


|

in New York, to the effect that if the United | 


States weré to intervene 


in the Mexican | 


dispute he would return there and fight the | 


United States, we must perhaps give exiled 
President Victoriano Huerta credit for an 
innate patriotism, notwithstanding the fact 
that his exile from his home country is due 
in large measure to the activities of our own 
administration. 

But Huerta is, of course, a type of the 
revolutionary rather than the _ business 
patriot. He has only expressed the well- 
known revolutionary view which has, at 
times, threatened combination against any 
effort on the part of this country to restore 
order in the turbulent republic. Possibly, 
also, similar view is entertained by not a 
few Mexicans of the more pacific type, due 
either to revolutionary threats and influ- 
ences, or to the fear of a desire for terri- 
torial conquest on the part of the peace- 
maker. 

Notwithstanding the exiled president's 
emphatic expressions that it would be nec- 
essary to kill the last Mexican before peace 
and good order could be hoped for as the 
result of such an effort, there is good reason 
to believe that American intervention 
the purpose of establishing order would be 
more than welcome to many of the peace. 
loving inhabitants of that country. 

Pretending to see the possibility of such 
an effort on the part of the United States, 
Mr. Huerta makes philosophical observa- 
tions to the effect that it is true that “war 
is hell,” and civil war more so than any 
other kind; and he points out that the 
United States had-their share of it just half 
a century ago, when conditions were as bad 
or worse than in Mexico today. It is of no 
importance that he fails to make distinction 
between the motives involved in the two 
struggles. There were unquestioned prin- 
ciples at stake in our own civil struggle: in 
Mexico there is nothing but personal and 
revolutionary ambition. All the principles 
involved in the Mexican embroglio could be 
diplomatically settled almost within twenty- 
four hours; but the trouble is the settle- 
ment would eliminate some of the ambitious 
Mexican generals as effectively Mr. 
Huerta was eliminated. It is possible, too, 
that some of the spirited opposition to 
American intervention, so loudly voiced by 
Mr. Huerta, grows directly out of this desire 
and determination to prevent the elimina- 
tion of these ambitions. 

Neither the Mexican generals nor the 
Mexican people need lose any sleep, how- 
ever, over the possibilitv of forcible Ameri- 
can intervention, except to such extent as 
might become necessary for the protection 
of American interests. There is no desire 
or disposition here, outside of a few jingoes 
who have been somewhat silenced by the 
European devastation, to shed a lot 
American blood and spend millions of Amer- 
ican money to stop the fight of the hot 
bloods to the south of us. 

If Mexico desires peaceful intervention 
on the part of the United States, she can get 
it; but we have no idea of sending an army 
there to conquer the country. Mr. Huerta 
is really wasting his threats and his patriot- 
ism. Ultimately the revolutionists will fight 
it out or be compelled to yield to starvation. 
Perhaps then the sane element in the coun- 
try will get the upper hand. If they do and 
want American assistance, they can get it; 
and if they do not want it, we shall not at 
tempt to force it upon them at the cannon’s 
mouth.

After a visit to the battle front, where 
he remained long enough to become famil- 
iar with conditions, the. Bishop of London 
wrote to an English newspaper that, while 
prayers for peace are _ rightly made, 
“praver without powder is prayer without 
works.” 

There has been some mild criticism 
the bishop’s statement, but he stands 
the facts, so grimly in evidence where the 
war is going on. He trusts in prayer to the 
limit, but he realizes the value of*the old 
advice as to keeping your powder plentiful 
and “dry.” 

The bishop's warning argues an insuffi- 
ciency ‘of ammunition, which cannot but 
result in lengthening the strife, and which, 
it is said, has already upset all confident 
predictions of its termination. 

In substance, the bishop’s advice 
“Pray in season, but keep the powder works 
going!” You can’t pray a determined, well- 
equipped enemy to his knees. To bring 
him to that desired attitude you must use 
the swift persuasion of powder—and plenty 
of it.

court understands it, that this treat- 
ment of taxi cabs would render this 
ordinance, in the respect now under 
consideration, void, if there was such 
difference between the operation of 
taxi cabs and jitnevs as would reason- 
authorize their separate classifi- 
The court concludes that, while 
the taxi cab vehicles and jitney buses 
are almost identi-al, their methad of 
operation, the prices charged, the time 
that they occupy the public thorough- 
fares and the character of the business 
pursued by each, taken altogether, are 
different from those of jitnev buses, 
and are sufficient to justify the classi- 
fications by which taxi cabs and jitney 
buses are brought into different 
classes. 

Judge Ellis rules, also, that the 
operation of a great number of auto- 
mobiles through the streets in the 
business of public carriers, would be 
dangerous to public safety. There is 
an element of danger in the operation 
of high-powered machines, he conclud- 
ed, through crowded streets and this 
to some extent is unavoidable, but it 
is and ought to be within the police 
power to prescribe reasonable§ and 
proper regulations in this regard. 

“It appears that this business 
comparatively new, and 
ly untried, and it but 
sume that, if any of the 
this ordinance in respect 
tion are unnecessary, 
necessary changes.” 

In regard to the $5,000 bond re- 
quired of each “jitney bus” operator 
by the ordinance, Judge Ellis ruled, in 
part: “For the public safety, it would 
be well that every person operating 
a dangerous machine through the 
streets of populous cities, should give 
bond-.for his good conduct and for the 
proper operation of his machine.

CHINA HAS REFUSED 
JAPANESE DEMANDS 


Proposals in Group V. Con- 
sidered Too Menacing. 
Washington Expected 
China to Refuse—Japan to 
Continue Pressure. 


Pekin, May 2.—(2:30 a. m.)—China 


has replied to the Japanese demands in 
a note, which, while complying with 
some of them, definitely refused to ac- 
cede to others, including the most im- 
portant, embodied in what is known as 
xroup five. 

China also has furnished to the Japa- 
nese minister, Eki Hioki, a list of fur- 
ther concessions which she willing 
to grant, but after perusing the note 
and the list, M. Hioki declared it was 
far from complying with the twenty- 
four demands as presented by Japan. 

This action was taken after .Presi- 
dent Yuan Shi Kai had thoroughly dis- 
cussed the entire situation with his 
cabinet and his advisers. The Chinese 
plenipotentiaries met the Japanese 
plenipotentiaries on Saturday at the 
foreign office and presented China's 
reply, which, in substance, refused the 
so-called general demands of Japan. 

M. Hioki asked whether these were 
China’s maximum concessions, and then, 
whether he should cable his govern- 
ment. 

Lu Cheng-Hsiang, Chinese foreign 
minister, replied that these were 
China’s maximum concessions and that 
the Japanese minister could so inform 
his government.

it means to have a crop of weeds in 
our flower or vegetable garden? The 
soil in which our useful plants grow 
generally has a certain amount of 


vegetables cannot get it. This is, of 
course certain. We apply artificial fer- 
tilizers in cases where we have found 
that there is not enough available food 
to grow our plants successfully. This 
artificial food costs us a great deal 
per unit vaiue, and we should see to 
it that we use it all, and lose none of 
it. If the weeds come up in the soil, 
and get the fertilizers we have applied 
to our useful crops, how can they pay 
us very large dividends on our invest- 


~ yvear—we would all be more prosperous 


and less wasteful. 
Use Weeds if You Have Them. 


In case we do grow a crop of weeds, 
we should not remove them from the 
soil on which they grew and put them 
in a trash heap. We should, by all 


get back what it gave up for their 
growth. If we would return every- 
thing possible to the land that came 
out of it it would not wear away, te Say 
the least of it. But if we forget our- 
selves or ignore the laws of conserva- 
tion and take away from the land ev- 
erything that grows on it that we can- 
not use on our tables or on our backs, 
we shall soon have poor, wornout land. 
and our ¢crops will grow smaller and 
less profitable. Weeds are good for 
something after we once permit them 
to grow.
